WHY WE SLEEP. “| 


Darknese and Our Ourskyes the Anewer, 
Says a Scientist, 

If it were always daylight we should 
never sleep. So says a ecientist. 
There is no particular reason why we 
or any other anitnals should rest on 
an average eight or nine hours a day. 

‘The period of rest has been deter- 
mined by the fact that eight hours is 
the average time when there is a lack 
of sufficient light to enable us to move 
about in comfort. 

This most fundamenta! distinction 
between day and night is wholly rela- 
tive to the sense of sight. It only af- 
fects those types of life which Bare 
developed eyes, 

Plants, being dependent for thelr 

growth upon the action of rays of 
sunlight which fall upon their leaves, 
bave a wide distinction between day 
and vight functions, They eat and 
digest in the light and grow during 
the hours of darkness. 
“Tne lowestfornis of anima! life— 
the sightless denizens of ocean depths 
—do vot rest at regular intervals. They 
prow! around incessantly, seeking 
prey by the sense of touch alone. 
When they rest it is at irregular pe- 
riods. In other words, they have 00 
distinct periodicity of their own. 

But as soon as eyes are developed, 
and in proportion of this development, 
animals begin to divide their time into 
two main portions—a waking and a 
sleeping time. While there is light 
they perform all motive functions. 
When darkness comes they retire to 
nest or tulr to rest.

A WALKING GALLOWS Willow Grove Dairy For Sale 


The Horrible Deeds of Lieutenant 
Hepenstall. | 


HANGED MEN FROM HIS NECK 
4 | 
This Handsome but Brutal Giant of 
the Wicklow Militia Was the Most 
Cold Blocded and Eccentric Execu- | 
tioner That Has Ever Existed, 


Among the examples and records of | 
British tyranny during the terrible | 
year 1798 there is none more extraor- 
dinary, according to a writer In an | 
English magazine, than that of Lieu- 
tenant Edward Tlepenstall, known by 
the nickname of “the walking gal- 
lows,” for such he certainly was, lit- 
erally and practically. 

This notorious individual, who bad 
been brought up as an apothecary tn 
Dublin, obtained a commission tn tho 
Wicklow militia, iu which he attained 
to the rank of licutennant In 1705, He 
was a man of splendid physique, about 
six feet two tnches In height and 
strong and broad in proportion. Refer- 
ring to this handsome but brutal giant, 
Sir Jonah Barrington in his memotrs 
6tates: 

“IT knew him well and from his coun- 
tenance should never have suspected 
him of cruelty, but so cold blooded and 
eccentric nn executioner of the human 
race never yet existed.” 

At the outbreak of the sitnguinary re- 
bellion, when the common luw was 
suspended and the stern martial va- 
riety flourished tn its stend, Lieutenant 
Hepenstall hit upon the expedient of 
hanging op his own back persous 
whose physlognomles he considered 
characteristic of seditious tenets. ‘At 
the present day the story seems almost 
incredible, but it Is a notorious fact, 
revealed by the journalism of the pe 
riod, that when rebels, either suspected 
or caught red handed, were brought be- 
fore him Hepenstall would order the 
cord of a drum to be taken off and 
then, rigging up a running noose, 
would proceed to hang each in turn 
across his athletic shoulders until the 
victins had been slowly strangled to 
death, after which ho would throw 
down his load and take up another. 

The “walking gallows" was clearly 
both a new and simple plan and a 
tnode of execution not nearly so 
tedious or painful as a Tyburn or Old 

Suiley hanging. It answered his 
mnajesty’s service as well as two posts 
and a crowbar When a rope was not 
at hand Tepenstall'’s own silk cravat, 
being softer than an ordinary balter, 
became © merciful.substitute, a 

In pursuance of these benevolent {n- 
tentions the Heutenant would frequent- 
ly administer an aunesthetic to his 
trembling victin—In other words, ‘he 
would first knock him silly with a 
blow. lis garters then did the duty 
os handcuffs, and the cravat would be 
siipped over the condentned man’ 3 
neck. 

Whenever he had an unusually pow- 
erful victim to do with, 
took a pride in showing his. own 
strength. With a dexterous lunge of | 
his body the Heutenant used to draw 
up the poor devil's head as high as his 
own and then, when both were cheek 
by jowl, begin to trot about with his 
burden like a jolting cart horse until 
the rebel had no further solicitude 
obout subluuary affairs, It was after 
one of these trotting executions, which 


had taken place in the barrack yurd |

Lord Norbury, the presiding Judge, 
warmly complimented him on his loy- 
alty and assured liiin that be had been 
guilty of no act which was not natural 
to a zéalous, loyal and eflicient officer, 
Lieutenant Nepenstall, however, did 

not long survive his hideous practice, 
Ile dled in, 1804. 
in which he was universally held, the 
authorities arranged that bis funeral 
should take place secretly, while a 
Dublin, wit suggested that his tomb- 
stone would be suitably Juscribed by 
the following epitaph; 

Here lie the bones of Tlepenstall, 

Judge, jury, gallows, rope and all,
